Japanese Published Patent Application HI 1-1 13461 in Figure 5 shows a fishing line 
guide portion having a main member 27a, an engagement member 27b, and a tubular member 
(guide link 27c). The engagement member 27b is disposed on the main member 27a and 
engages the spiral shaft 26. The guide link 27c includes a line guide hole formed 
therethrough (column 8, lines 5-7). 
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Japanese Published Patent Application No. HI 1-220986 in Figures 3 and 4 shows a 
fishing line guide portion (moving member 78) that includes a main member 86, an 
engagement member 87, and a regulating portion (line guide rods 11-13). The engagement 
member 87 is disposed on the main member 86 and engages the spiral shaft 84. The line 
guide rods 1 1-13 are disposed on the main member 86 and regulate the movement of the 
fishing line in the direction along the rotational axis of the spool 70. The fishing line is 
guided from the side on which the fishing line is paid out to the spool side by the line guide 
rods 11-13.
